Jo rvgard (0 them, howerer, many sre the vubjects 
of great mistakes, and need fo reverse thelr opinions 
In many things the Scriptares report facts and truth 
nd report them correctly, a 1 show 
their correctnes. In Kome thingy, they report the 
erring judgments end oplofons of tho authors and 
timer, and do not accompany them with evidence that 
shows the correctness eiher of the reports or of the 
oplofons and judgments which they rulate.
